injury to the navigable waters from mining 
debris, and by the adoption of Horace Davis* 
resolution requesting the Engineer Depart­ 
m ent to examine and report specially what 
causes are operating to diminish the tidal area 
of San Fraucisco bay, etc.

The minority then proceed to a very 
exhaustive view of the evidence of some of 
the principal colored witnesses examined by 
the committee, nearly ill of whicn witnesses, 
the 
m inority say, 
ittributed the cause 
of the 
exodus 
to 
a 
feeling 
of 
in­ 
security 
for 
life 
and 
pro¡>erty; 
a 
denial of their political rights as citizens ; 
long-continued' persecution iur i* 'ilic il rea­ 
sons ; a system of cheating by landlords and 


storekeepers, which rendered it impo*. ¡ble for 
them to make a living, no m atter how hard 
they might work : the inadequacy of school 
advantages, and a fear th at they would be 
eventually reduced to a system of peonage 
even worse than slavery itself. 
As to the fu­ 
ture of the exodus, the m inority refer to the 
testimony of many witnesses, who declared 
th at it has only begun, aud th at what we 
have seen in part is nothing compared to 
w hat has to come unless there shall be a radi­ 
cal change on the part of the Democrats in 
the South. “ There ¡3 but ore remedy for the 
exodus, and th at is fair treatm ent for the ne­ 
groes.

B uattleboro, Ju n e 10th.—The rumors 
upon which yesterday’s dispatches were based 
concerning the insolvency of the F irst N a­ 
tional Bank of Brattleboro are more than 
realized. 
Although a thorough investigation 
has not begun at 2 o'clock, enough is already 
known to w arrant the statem ent tlm t the loss 
will reach upw ard of a quarter of a million 
dollars through the forgeries of President S. 
M. W aite, who has undoubtedly left the 
country, and, as the Directors believe, taken 
alargesum of money with him —how much can 
onlybe determined by a searching investigation, 
which will be begun on the arrival of Bank 
Exam iner Hendree to-day, ar.d who will act 
as Receiver for the present. 
The forged pa­ 
per includes the Connecticut R iver Railroad 
for about $50,000; Frederick Billings, $20,­ 
000; Trenor W . Park, $20,000; Lyon & 
Haly of Chicago, $20,000; the Taunton Lo­ 
comotive Works, about $12,000 ; C. J . Am- 
idon of Hinsdale, $15,000 ; Vermilye 
Co. of 
New York, some $75,000; aud other names 
will be made public as the investigation pro­ 
ceeds. 
W aite has insisted on having no cashier, as 
being an 
unnecessary 
expense, and 
has 
officiated himself as th at officer of the bank. 
I t is believed the frauds have been going on 
for over ten years, and began when $70,000 
was loaned Waite-'s brother in Chicago to 
help him out of difficulty in a hank, lie took 
fraudulent notes as collateral for this debt, 
and these he passed onjthc Directors as assets. 
Exam iner Hendree first discovered the de- 
linuuencies, and notified W aite ot his dis­ 
covery, and it is supposed th at he granted 
W aite’s request, and allowed him a week to 
make up the deficiency, but W aite improved 
the time by bidding his wife good-by on a 
pretense of going to New Y ork on business, 
and be next wrote from Portland, “ Shall 
quit the country.” The detectives believe 
th at he has committed suicide. 
Certificates of stock have been issued, for 
which as yet there has been no record found, 
and a double issue will undoubtedly be un- 
eaitiled. 
The books of the institution are 
badly garbled. 
The present Board of D i­ 
rectors consist of S. M. W aite, J . M. Tyler 
(a t. present.member of Congress from (his 
district), F. A. Nash, W .

this wholesale smuggling and outside monop­ 
oly. 
These Indians pteceded the Favorite 
about ten days, and the steamer could not 
catch up with them. 
An expedition of twenty miners, escorted 
by a sailing launch from the United States 
ship Jamestown, left Sitka for the Chiihute 
tiver 51ay 20th, with six months’ supplies. 
The iutentiou of the party is to prospect for 
placer diggings on the Yucon river and tribu­ 
taries. 
They arrived at Chilicat 51ay* 2Gth, 
and had a consultation with the Indians 
there, whom they found disposed to be 
friendly, which was perhaps owing to tiie 
fact that the expedition was escorted by three 
officers and sixteen men from the Jamestown, 
under command of Lieutenant E. P. 51c- 
Clellan, with instructions to enforce permis­ 
sion for them to enter the country, which had 
heretofore been always refused. 
The expedi­ 
tion was eminently successful, the head chief, 
Kluekutz, expressing friendly feelings and 
promising future aid. 
The launch returned 
to Sitka on the 5th instant. 
Several miners have struck out for Copper 
river. 
The coal beds near Hootznoo have been re­ 
opened, and the coal is being tested. 
Tbe mining experts, Filz atnl Fall, who 
went up ou the California on her last tripi, are 
satisfied with the Stewart mine. 
Expert, 
F’ail will take bis time before re[iorting. 
The schooner \V. B. Hardy had arrived at 
Sitka, discharged her cargo, and left for 
Klavock May 26th. 
The U. S. surveying schooner Yukon was 
lying at auchor iu Sitka Bay, awaiting the 
arrival of Professor Dali by the California. 
They sailed on the 11th for Behring Sea, for 
surveying and other scientific purposes. 
The schooner Gold Hunter, rebuilt here 
and just launched, sailed on the 5th instant 
for a trading voyage. 
Several large new boats and scows have 
been built in Sitka this spring, and business 
appears active. 
Salmon is just coming in. Cod is received 
from Chatham Straits occasionally. 
The scientists accompanying the Coast 
Survey expedition appeared much pleaded, 
and gathered many valuable additions to the 
Smithsonian Institution. 
Farms ami gardens are being cultivated, 
the weather being delightful.

In the 
way of learning to live on foods nearest to 
the first and cheapest grow th, we m ust 
bring ourselves to use more freely vegeta­ 
ble ioods and th e fruits of the earth. 
The 
accom plishm ent of th rift through th e use 
of vegetable substances and fruits is com­ 
mon sense itself, for when we use anim al 
food, we, as a general rule, first use the 
anim al th a t supplied th e food to transm ute 
th e vegetable food into th e anim al. 
I t is 
tru e one flesh-eating anim al m ay live on the 
flesh of another flesh-eater, b u t the process 
is lim ited in range, and at th e bottom of it 
there m ust be a first supplying anim al 
th a t gets its sustenance from th e vege­ 
table kingdom . 
T his is only telling, in 
other 
w ords, 
the tru th th a t there is 
no prim itive form of food, albuminou», 
starchy, 
osseous, in the anim al w orld 
itself. 
The n ex t 
question is th a t of 
quality, or of goodness, am ount of nourish­ 
m ent of different kinds. 
L et us test this 
fact in relation to am ount of w ater in 
different foods. In the prim est joints there 
is as much as 70 
or 75 
of w ater. 
There 
are some vegetables which contain more 
w ater th an this, viz., potatoes, turnips, 
cabbages and carrots ; b u t there are other 
vegetables w hich contain infinite!}» less 
w ater. 
Oatm eal, 
for exam ple, contains 
only 5 i or ti 
; 
good w heaten flour^ 
barley, meal, beans and peas, 14 ; rice, 15, 
and good bread, 40 to 45 of w ater. 
T ak ­ 
ing, then, th e value of foods as estim ated 
by th eir solid value, there are, it w ill be 
observed, a large class of vegetable foods 
which, for solid value, are incom parably 
superior to anim al flesh. 
l’cas, beans, 
rice, oats, barley and w heat are of th is 
class. 
In th e anim al foods nam ed there 
are 25 p arts of 
solid m atter 
to 
the 
100; 
iu 
the vegetable foods specially 
named there are SC> parts. 
W e com pute 
from th e solid m a tte r th e value of flesh- 
form ing and strength-producing foods on 
the anim al and vegetable produce, we find 
some other useful facts. In a leg of m utton 
we find 2 t 
of solid m aterial, 10.20 of 
album inoids or flesh-form ing substance, the 
rest of it is w ater. 
L et us compare th at 
w ith w heat as a favorite vegetable sub­ 
stance, and w e sliall find in the SO 
of solid m atter of w heat, i 1.50 of album i­ 
noids or flesh-form ing substance, and 71 
of force-producing substance or starch, 
w ith a little fat. 
W heat is, by th is calcu­ 
lation. m uch more valuable th an leg of 
m utton, anil th e vegetarian would, I dare 
say, 
w ith 
fair 
argum ent, 
challenge 
m any fu rth er sim ilar comparisons. Coming, 
in fact, directly to m atter of quality or 
goodness, 
it m ay honestly be adm itted 
th at, w eight by w eight, vegetable sub­ 
stances, wlien th ey are carefully selected, 
possess the m ost strik in g advantages over 
anim al iu n u tritiv e value. 


P a p e r B o x es 
fro m P u l p.— A late in­ 
vention m akes paper hoxe3 directly from 
paper pulp. 
Boston takes the lead in the 
m anufacture of these boxes, w hich are 
seamless, and can be m ade to any size or 
shape. 
The process, as described, is, th a t 
after being dried, the boxes arc ru n through 
a second m achine at th e rate of sixty per 
m inute, receiving, under a pressure of four 
thousand pound', suclt embossing as may 
be necessary. 
From th e tim e the paper 
stock is tak en from th e bales u n til tiie per­ 
fect box is tu rn ed from th e m achine, m an­ 
ual labor is entirely avoided. 
B y the use 
of one set of m achines, it is said, 30,000 
boxes can he produced per day, a t less 
th an one-third of th e low est m arket price 
of hand-m ade goods, and doing th e w ork 
of tw o hundred hands, as th e process is or­ 
dinarily conducted. 
The paper box h is 
come into use for an infinite variety of 
purposes, and this success is an im portant 
contribution to invention.

THE NATIONAL REPUBLICAS CON­ 
VENTION. ' 


Facts a s i Incidents in Addition to These 
Telegraphed. 


[From the RioottB-UsiOK's Special Correspondent.] 


C h ic a g o , June 7, 1880. 
The National Convention of Republicans 
now in session is the one topic, conversa­ 
tion, discussion and criticism among the 
high and low, rich and poor, irrespective 
of sex. 
The telegraphic reports undoubt­ 
edly have anticipated all that I could tell 
you about the Convention and the ten 
thousand people that regularly attend each 
session. 
Colonel John Roberts, of Chicago, tvho 
was the temporary .Secretary of the Con­ 
vention and afterwards one of the perma­ 
nent Secretaries, was formerly a resident 
of Suisun, Solano county. 
Lieutenant- 
Governor Mansfield was honored with the 
position of Vice-President. 
THE ANTI CHINESE PLANK. 
Our people had hard work to secure the 
insertion of an anti-Chinese plank in the 
national platform. 
The Eastern people 
do not understand the Chinese question, 
and it is hard work to convince them that 
the anti-Chinese sentiment of the Pacific 
coast is not the doctrine of Kearneyism. 
A majority of the Committee on Resolu­ 
tions seemed at first indifferent. 
Rut 
when the Pacific coast members com­ 
menced their argument for a recognition of 
the evil by the Republican party, they met 
a strong opposition in two or three mem­ 
bers from the extreme East. 
Eaaery A. 
Storrs of Illinois came to the assistance of 
Messrs. l’ayue, Pixley and the members 
from Nevada and Oregon, making an elo­ 
quent appeal that carried success with it. 
The committee by a large majority referred 
the question to a sub-committee with in­ 
structions 
to 
report 
an 
anti-Chinese 
plank. 
The sub-conmdttee labored with 
the 
matter 
for 
several 
hours, 
and 
numerous drafts were made, most of which 
either were unsatisfactory to the Californi­ 
ans as being too weak, or to the New York 
and Massachusetts people as too radical. 
The latter said that all the representations 
which the Pacific delegates made might be 
true, but the people of the East did not 
believe them,..and the enunciation of such 
radical expressions as advanced by l’ayue 
and Pixley would lose the States of New 
York, Massachusetts and Connecticut to 
the Republican party. 
The Californians’ 
reply was that if the Eastern Republicans 
were indifferent as to the result of the elec­ 
tion on the Pacific coast, they probably 
then could afford to ignore the wants of 
the people there. To out a long story short, 
they finally agreed on a mild plank, and 
even that was altered by some unknown 
hand after it left the committee. The reso­ 
lution commented on by the California 
press waB one of the original drafts consid­ 
ered, but not adopted by the committee, 
but was transmitted by mistake by the As­ 
sociated Press agent. 
. 


GEORGE C. GORHAM 
Has been here during the proceedings of 
the Convention, but, however, was never 
seen around the California headquarters. 
He says he expects to return to California 
about the 4th of July, to stump the State 
for Grant. 
He undoubtedly will go to the 
golden shore of our cherished land, but it 
is already written on the wall that the man 
of his choice will not be nominated, and 
if Mr. Gorham airs his eloquence in Cali­ 
fornia this fall it will be in the interest of 
some other man. 
While speaking of Gor­ 
ham, it calls to mind something learned 
here in relation to the letter of the Repub­ 
lican State Central Committee of Califor­ 
nia to the National Committee last fall, 
asking for Gorham’s removal from that 
committee. 
A member of the committee 
informed one of the California delegates 
that no such communicatiou had ever been 
received by the National Committee, and 
if it had he* unquestionably would have 
been requested to resign. 
Kearney arrived here Monday in style. 
The sleeping-car in which he rode bore a 
large placard on the roof, “ Labor is King,” 
and the car was otherwise decorated with 
flags. 
The press hardly noticed his ar­ 
rival. 
STRAWBERRIES. 
The Californians have been in the prac­ 
tice of boasting of “ strawberries all the 
vcar round,” but I cannot see that we 
have any advantage over this locality. 
That luscious fruit appears in quantities in 
this market about as early as in your State, 
coming from the South, and as the crop 
gives out South they come in North, until 
the last of the season the supply for Chi­ 
cago comes from Northern W iseonsin quite 
late in the summer. 
To give you something 
« an idea of the quantity handled here, 
the other day one house received thirteen 
car loads of berries in one shipment. 
The 
cost of picking these 130 tons was *3,000.

We Californians are generally supposed 
to be the greatest gamblers of the Ameri­ 
can people, bat :i visit of thirty minutes to 
the Chicago “ Chamber of Commerce ” and 
Board of Trade alley will at once settle the 
question as between California and ( hi-

Why, sir. there is more gambling 
hero in one day than on the whole Pacific 
coast in one week. The “ Chamber of Com­ 
merce M is devoted to Speculations in grain, 
but iu the rooms in Board of Trade alley 
you can “ speculat«j" in anything, from first 
choice ou nominees for the Presidency, 
base - ball matches, horse 
races, pork, 
wheat or corn, to shares in mining com­ 
panies. 
There are a dozen or more of the

The farmers between Reno and Steam­ 
boat, Nev., announce that the grasshop­ 
pers are there in immense numbers ami are 
doing great damage.

| ing his horse he started off again. A charge 
■ of line shot from a gun at last brought him 
I into subjection, aud lie was bound and led 
back into captivity. 
The chase was excit- 
I ing in the extreme.
